The Curtain to Fall. 


The curtain will go down In a few 


days on the j^ghting in Luzon. The 
workingmen are preparing another act 
in the drama whi jh will necessarily dis- 
perse the Filipinos. The rebels are en- 
trenched so close to San Fernando as to 
make the left of the city uncomfortable. 
The armies of the United States have 
advanced so far that the question of 
transportation has become the chief 
problem. To solve it the engineers are 
repairing the Bagdad bridge for the 
passage of trains and to give railway 
connection between Manila and San 
Fernando. Meantime the supplies to 
Calumpit are hauled 15 miles to General 
MacArthur at San Fernando and 20 to 
General Lawton at Bacolor by bullock 
fart, and every cart is fcrried on a 
separate raft across the Rio rGrande. 
The roads are rough and soft and carts 
can make only a mile an hiour. The 
bullocks die unless 'oathed often. The 
heat has killed many, so the hauling is 
clone at night.

New York, May 13—The death of Gov- 


ernor Flower caused the stock market 
to open demoralized on heavy selling 
by the bears and liquidation of long 
stock.

New York, May IS.—Bradstreet's says: 


Reports as to trade conditions are gen- 
erally favorable, notable among these 
being advanced quotations for many 
grades of iron and steel, increased ac- 
tivity in building lines reflected in heavy 
sales of lumber at prices tending up- 
ward, a firmer tone In the cotton goods 
market, sympathized in by the raw 
product, bank clearings surpassing all 
records for this week of the year, rail- 
road earnings maintaining recent gains 
and business failures down to the mini- 
mum. Offsetting these in some meas- 
ure might be cited the seasonable quiet- 
ing down of wholesale distribution, par- 
ticularly for dry goods and clothing, but 
the most notable of all the further weak, 
er/ng of cereal values, lowered quota- 
tions of hog products and some shading 
of prices In sugar, copper and tin. The 
demand in iron and steel does not 
weaken. Production of pig Iron, though 
at a maximum, Is still inadequate and 
stocks of pig iron show a further da- 
crease. 


In textile Ifnes th* features of the 


•week have been the practical "pegging" 
of the price of print cloth for the next 
six months as a result of the large sales 
hy comlbined Fall River Interests. This 
has imparted firmness to all branches of 
the trade and affected quotations of the 
raw staple also. It seems evident that 
the first real Inspiration in the wool in- 
dustry must come from abroad. Heavy 
buying of Australian grades for re-ex- 
port has bfeen again the feature, but 
coupled with this are reported liberal 
sales at leading markets of domestic 
wool to go abroad. 


Hides and leather are In good demand 


and firm, while the manufactured prod- 
uct is moving well at recent advances. 


Bank clearings for the week aggre- 


gated $1,984,379,216, 8 percent smaller 
than the preceding week, but 1* percent 
larger than in this week a year ago, 
nearly twice as large as In corresponding 
weeks of 1896 and 1897, and 71 percent 
heavier than in 1895. 


Business failures for the week num- 


ber 169, against 250 in this week a year 
ago, 251 in 1897, 265 in 1896 and 210 In 1895.

Olympia Will Make Slow Trip. Get 


Painted at Hong Kong and Touch 


at Mediterranean Ports to 


Gfve Men a Rest. Three

sail for New York by way of Suez on 
the Olympia in about ten, days. It is 
expected the voyage will take three 
months.

to tear his part.Jp it.j~"Why not appeal 
directly, to the patolic through it» im- 
mediate organs and agents, the news- 
papers? There ane some 20,000 periodi- 
cals in the United States. Among them 
are 2119 daily papers, which represent 
the sentiment of the United States-. Let 
us assume that only one-fourth part of 
these are in a position to act as collecting 
and distributing agents for a national 
Dewey testimonial, and that each one of 
these 500 is willing to pledge itself to the 
collection from its readers, and the 
transmission to the appointed trustees, 
of the sum of SoOO for that fund. 
The 


aggregate of these subscriptions would 
be $250,000. Half of this should go to the 
erection of a residence for the admiral 
in whatever place In the United States 
he might prefer to put it, and the other 
half for his personal use.

SOUFFLES, ALIAS PUFFS. 


The word "puffs" does not adequately 


translate "souffles'" I have given the 
title as it stands because to many good 
housekeepers the very sound of a foreign 
name conveys an idea of mysterious and 
difficult processes through which one 
must go to achieve success. There is 
nothing dark or deep aibout the manu- 
facture of a souffle. On the contrary, it is 
one of the easiest dishes to make, re- 
quiring only care in mixing and baking 
to be delicious. It also possesses the 
prime advantage of cheapness. With 
still a further meritlt is endowed, in that 
It supplies an excellent way of using left- 
overs. 


The souffle or puff may be made of a 


variety of materials. Always milk and 
eggs play a prominent part in its consti- 
tution, so that it is especially valuable 
at this time of year, when eggs, at least, 
are cheap and plenty. In addition to 
these two ingredients there must be a, 
solid element, and this is where the left- 
overs find their opportunity. The cup- 
ful of cold fish from last night's dinner, 
or the part of the can of salmon or lob- 
ster that remained after making cro- 
quettes, the few slices of cold veal, or 
lamb, or fowl, or boiled ham, or tongue, 
the remnants of the dish of green peas, 
or cauliflower, or asparagus, can each 
take part In th^composition of a, souffle. 


But there are other souffles than those 


with an animal or vegetable basis. There 
is a souffle bread, or omelet bread, as 
some people prefer to call it, that is a de- 
lectable lunch or supper dish. There is a 
cheese souffle, quite ae good as a Welsh 
rarebit and far more wholesome. Best 
of all to the owner of a sweet tooth, is 
the omelet souffle, an inexpensive, decllc- 
ious and elegant dessert, which some one 
has aptly called hot ice cream. 


The general direction's for all souffles 


are the same. Beat light, mix briskly, 
bake at once and quickly. Delay is fatal 
to a souffle. The oven must be good or 
the best mixed puff will come out flat 
and unprofitable. One other condition Is 
essential. The dish must be eaten'as 
soon as it is baked. Even an honored 
guest may be made to wait for a scuffle, 
but a souffle will not tarry the leisure of 
royalty itself. 


FISH SOUFFLE. 


One cup each of fine bread crumbs and 


of cold fish, minced fine, half cnp of milk, 
four eggs, two teaspoonfuls of butter, 
melted, one even teasporrnf al of sp.lt, a 
little white pepper. Put the milk over 
the fire in a double boiler to warm, and 
let the crumbs soak in this while you 
beat the egigs. Separat^these and whip 
the yolks light. Add to these the melted 
butter, the flaked fish and the soaked 
bread crumbs and mi!k 
Season with 


the salt and pepper and stir in the whites 
of the eggs, Whipped to a stiff froth. 
Turn into a buttered puddjng dish, set m 
a hot steady oven, and bake twenty min- 
utes. If you open-the door to examine 
the progress of the baking, close it agafn 
cautiously. A hard slam would ruin the 
souffle. 


By this recipe can be made various 


souffles of almost any kind. Minced 
meat may be substituted for the fish. 


GREEN PEA SOUFFLE. 


Drain the liquor from a can of Ameri- 


can peas, or from the cupful of left-over 
peas you wish to use in this way. Mash 
them flat with a fork or put them through 
a vegetable press. After this toss them 
a little with a. fork that they may be light 
and floury. Omit the bread crumbs, but 
proceed in everything else as in the pre- 
ceding recipe Lima beans may be em- 
ployed in the same fashion. 


SOUFFLE BREAD. 


Four eggs, four tablespoonfuls (heap- 


ins) of flour, one small tablespoonful of 
butter, melted, one small cupful qf milk, 
one 
teaspoonful 
of 
baking pow- 


der, 
one teaspoonful su^ar, half 


teaspoonful of salt. Beat the yolks light 
and stir into them the flour, which has 
been sifted with the baking powder and 
salt. Add the melted butter', the milk 
and the sugar. Last,, stir in lightly the 
whites, which should have beeti-whisked 
very stiff. . Grease a pudding dJsh lav- 
ishly turn in the batter and put into the 
oven. Bake covered eight or ten min- 
utes, uncover and brown. Test it with 
a straw to see if it is done, and turn out 
carefully. Eat at once.

' lightly with, the yolks, lifting the spoon 
rather than starring it, and blending the 
sugar and vanilla with the eggs at the 
•am'e time. Heap in a well-buttered dish, 
putting the mixture in by the spoonful 
and piling highest in the middle. Sift 
the powdered sugar over all and bake 
ten minutes. It should be of a golden 
brown. Serve immediately.

EGG CROQUETTES. 


Put half a dozen eggs in a sauce pan, 


cover them with cold water, heat and 
simmer half an hour. In the meantime, 
put one pint of milk over the fire to scald; 
rub together to a paste two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, and four tablespoonfuls of 
flour. Drop this paste into the scalded 
milk and'stir slowly until it is dissolved 
and the njixture thickens. Cover, and, 
cook for five, iriinutgs, then season with, 
one teaspoonful of 'ialt, one-half of a 
teaspoonful of paprika, a dash of cay- 
enne, one tea.spooiifjil of onion juice, and 
just a suspicion of mace. Take from t^e 
fire, add one heaping tablespoonful of 
chopped parslejE, and the hard-boiled' 
eggs cat in small pieces. Spread out on 
a buttered dish, and: set away until cold. 
Dip the hands lightly In flour and shape 
into small croquettes; use as little, flour 
as possible, only jjist enough to keep it 
from sticking, or tbj^ereamy consistency 
•nill be lost. Whentall are "shaped dip 
them into slightly "beaten egg, roll in 
fine, dry bread-crumbs, and immerse- 
in smoking hot fat, until golden brown. 
Brain on "unglazed paper and serve with 
cream or tomato sauce. 


PLAIN JUNKET. OR CURDS AND 


WHEY. 


Put one rennet tablet in one table- 


spoonful of cold water; allow it to soak- 
while you stir oveTthe fire one quart of 
fresh sweet milk until it reaches 100 
degrees Fahrenheit; add four table-, 
spoonfuls of sugar; 
stir again for a_ 


moment, and take-' from the fire. Dis- 
solve the tablet, crushing it against the 
side of the cup with a, teaspoon. When 
thoroughly dissolved, add it to the milk; 
stir hastily, and pour at once into ordi- 
nary junket glasses or the serving dish.. 
Allow this to stand undisturbed in a 
warm room until the mixture is jelly- 
like; then carry it most carefully, with- 
out moving or breaking the jelly, to a 
cool place.

RUINS OF ANCIENTTEMPLES. 


Archaeological Dlsco-vcrles of Dr. 


Camden Cobern of Denver. 


If the huge building reported by Dr. 


Camden M. Cobern of Trinity Method- 
ist church of Denver, within 100 miles 
south of Mancos, Colo., proves to he 
what he thinks it is, nno nf the most 
important archffiological discoveries of 
the last half century has been made. 


Dr. Cobern returned recently from a 


two weeks' trip to the southern and 
western part of Colorado. During his 
absence he spent five days in Mancos 
valley examining the remains of tbe 
cliff dwellers, and it was while there 
that he found wonderful houses far 
away in the almost inaccessible moun- 
tain fastnesses. 


He describes one place as several 


stories in height, made of stone and 
containing hundreds of rooms. Tbe 
jfoambers, he says, were utterly dark, 
having no windows or apertures for the 
admission of light, and were connected 
by only one door, which gave admission 
from the outside to the gloomy succes- 
sion of chambers within. 


These, according to Dr. Cobern, 


looked like temples, or rooms of a tem- 
ple, and a torch revealed that the walla 
were covered with painted symbols and 
characters. In the corners of the rooms 
and in niches there were statues and 
images made of pottery gayly painted. 
On the floor were earthenware jars and 
vessels.—Special Chicago Inter Ocean. 


NONDECAYING APPLE. 


STUFFED TRIPE. 


Cut boiled tripe into strips four inches 


wide. Spread with forcemeat made 
of three ounces of stale bread-crumbs, 
one-half teaspoonful of chopped lemon- 
peel, one teaspoonful of sweet herbs, 
two ounces of chopped suet, salt and 
pepper to taste; bind together with the 
yolk of egg. .Roll the prepared strips and 
tie together. Roast for one hour and a 
half, basting frequently with a mixture 
of butter and water. 


RAISIN PIE. 


Boil one cup of raisins in one-half pint 


of water half an hour. Let the water 
boil down to one cupful Slip the seeds 
from the fruit, add one cup of soft bread- 
crumbs, one tablespoonful of lemon 
juice, quarter of a cup of sugar, and 
one well-beaten egg. Bake between two 
crusts.

have not been equaled in international 
importance o.r'intcrest, since the inven- 
tion of the telephone. The most advan- 
tageous feature of the motor ia the fact 
that it propels the gearing indirectly by 
means of an electro Magnetic driver 
and controller, a flexible connection ex- 
isting between the axle and the gear- 
ing, which allows tho spring supported 
wheels of the car to move in any direc- 
tion, with relation to the gearing, thus 
preventing all jarring and jolting°whiie 
the car is in motion. 


This controller is also adapted to gov- 


ern another unique creation in the field 
of electrical engineering — namely, a 
single phase, alternating current motor, 
which is load starting and runs at a 
variable speed. It is the only motor of 
its kind in existence, and in perfecting 
it Mr. Scott has developed an entirely 
new principle. It is an induction motor, 
pure and simple, depending upon what 
is known as the induction director prin- 
ciple and causing motion to be estab- 
lished and power developed by means 
of the opposition of an induced current 
of electricity for the magnetic field 
which induces it. Having a high volt- 
age and small current, this motor al- 
lows the use of a wire so thin that its 


t is but one-tenth of the cost of tho 
re now in use. Locomotives equipped 


n this way develop, it ia claimed, from 


) to 3,000 horsepower and run at any 
:e of speed up to and including 100 
Ies per hour and may travel on a 
.t line 600 miles in circumference. 
Possibly the most remarkable discov- 
y of all is one that has resulted in 
lat Mr. Scott terms the gaso electric 
stem of propulsion. The term gaso 
ectric is derived from the fact that in 
lis system a gasoline engine and^the 
ectro magnetic driver and controller 
e jointly employed. The length of the 
ad which can be operated and abso- 


utely without power stations of any 
dnd is unlimited. Its inventor claims 
mt in addition to being much cheaper 
le new system is superior to the. stor- 
ge battery in that it is but one-fourth 


heavy and will climb grades that 


ould effectually block a storage bat- 
ry system, either on a railway or 
;reet car or an automobile. 
One of the principal advantages of 


his invention lies in the electro mag- 
etic driver and* controller, which is 
ow in active operation in Philadel- 
ria. It is attached to a trolley car 
unning on a loop line in one of the 
uburbs. The motor itself is much 
smaller and lighter than the ones now 
;enerally in use, and yet develops, at a 
>eed of but 400 to 500 revolutions per 


minute, from 120 to 150 horsepower. 


The motor, which is known as the. 
irect current railway motor, is fas- 
ened to the truck and geared to each 
sle in such a manner that the car may 
>e started or stopped within its own 
ength while traveling at the rate of 20 
miles an hour with such ease and 
moothness that its occupants are not 
n any way inconvenienced. There is 
o friction of any kind. Its most pecul- 
ar feature is the fact that in exact op- 
losition to the motor now in use the 
lew one runs continuously from one 
nd of the trip to the other. The car it- 
elf, however, is stopped or started by 
means of the electro magnetic driver 
and controller. 


This ia done by means of the driver 


tself being rigidly attached to the ar- 
mature shaft, the controlling section of 
he driver having the gear upon it not 
>eing fastened mechanically to the 
driver in any way, and the gear being 
driven by electro magnetic action be- 
iween the driver and the controller. 
The action is developed by a email 
switch on the platform, which gives it 
the electro magnetic function. 


In the new system, instead of SO, 


only three wires are used in connecting 
the motor with the controlling switch, 
ind the invention employs a counter 
electric motive force which wastes abso- 
lutely no power. With the new motor 
running at the same speed and in the 
same direction all the time the speed of 
the car can be absolutely controlled and 
its motion may be reversed instantly. 
Ihis is all accomplished by means cf 
the relations existing between the parts 
of the controller and the motor. — Phil- 
adelphia Times.

When we consider the school house 


(Kite matter from the point of view of 
the hospital we cannot see that th<; 
hospital would derive permanent bene- 
fit if the preposterous proposition were 
carried into effect. The hospital is an 
institution dependent upon the people 
of this community for almost its entire 
support. It is vital, then, that the 
hearty good will of the people be pre- 
served for the hospital. 
A serious 


question at once arises—would the put- 
ting into effect of this 
preposterous 


proposition increase or diminish that 
good wil? It seems to us that there can 
be no doubt about the answer. The 
good will of a people is not increased 
by conduct which has even the faintest 
color of a grab at the public treasury. 
The people are very sensitive in such 
betters, and it would be regrettable if 
the persistent efforts, begun some time 
ago, to get a leak from the public treas- 
ury* into the treasury of the hospital 
corporation should result in materially 
changing the attitude of the people to 
the hoepital. It would appear that 
those who are trying to lay a legal 
pipe-line into city hall for the evcluslve 
benefit of the hospital do very imper- 
fectly understand the temper of the 
people. They may find that even now 
they have done the hospital irreparabls 
injury.

The secretary 
takes ,'|nto the cabinet the Massachu- 
setts conception in the highest and he 
watches the course of the government 
of hi* country from the level of this 
conception. He is ready and in the 
position to detect at the very moment

But Secretary Long, who is 
the typt of Massachusetts and who is 
at the very heart of national things, 
does not tell us that there is hypocrisy 
In the attitude of the national admin- 
istration to the Philippine problem.

While the matter was under con- 
sideration by our assessors and those 
deeply interested in the public affairs 
of this city we took occasion to call 
your attention to your unfriendly at- 
tack upon us, and pointed out to you a 
something which in your blind haste 
you did not see. This something was 
that, if the county should prove as un- 
friendly to us as you wanted it to, your 
desire to get helped in the matter of 
paying your county tax would not be 
gratified. We were careful not to ac- 
cept the grounds for the fears of our 
assessors as matters settled beyond 
doubt and were merely taking care of 
you while the question was being de- 
cided.

It is a part of the officer's duty 
to try the locks to all the stores on hia 
beat at night, to see that they are se- 
curely fastened. This officer discovered 
the lock to a certain barber .shop un- 
fastened about midnight, and to see 
whether the place had been entered 
and robbed, he went inside. The lock, 
however, proved to be one of the spring 
variety which opens only with a key 
from the inside as well as outside, it 
not having been closed tightly enough 
to latch when the officer found it. 
When he entered and shut the door, 
therefore, 
he was as securely 
a 


prisoner as if he wasn't an officer of the 
law rlnlng his duty. It took him 35 
minutes to pry the door open with a 
shovel, and over a month to stop the 
laughter of those of his companions 
who heard about it.

• SECRETARY LONG'S fcETTEK. 


The following is the text of a letter 


written by Secretary Long 
to the 


editor of the Christian Register, who 
had written the secretary regarding 
the Philippine problem, the "anti- 
imperialist" sentiment and the "anti- 
imperialist", contentions: 


"I have no doubt the state of public 


feeling to which you refer exists to 
some extent, but the tide always ebbs 
and flows. You remember it was so 
during the civil war, and I should say, 
fi om my memory and from my reading, 
that there is nothing like the falling off 
from President McKlnley which there 
was at one time from President Lin- 
coln. While there is truth in what you 
say, there is a great deal which you 
have left unsaid on the other side. I 
do not think the matter ought to be 
approached exclusively from the point 
of v^elfare of the republican party, of 
which you make so much account, 
neither is it a question of the personal 
popularity of the president or the ad- 
ministration. It is a question, of right. 
As for myself, to whom you so kindly 
refer, I have been so long m public 
life that I am always prepared for the 
rough, as well as the smooth side, and 
have always been aware that the 
plaudits of one day are more than like- 
ly to be succeeded by the condemna- 
tion of the next. I am contented if the 
immediate duties of my department, 
for which alone I am responsible, are 
honestly and faithfully discharged. 


Answering you more definitely, you 


are mistaken in supposing that a letter 
to the president would mean nothing to 
him. It would have the weight to 
which your position as an exponent of 
public sentiment, and, as in 
your 


editorial capacity, 'a maker of it, en- 
titled you. I take it, however, that you 
would write him very much as you 
have written me. If you or those to 
whom you refer would only read his 
dispatches, messages and instructions, 
you would see at once that he is not 
weakly leading us to disaster,," but is 
meeting the situation in exactly the 
spirit in which you'would have him. As 
for any ambition to be the "first great 
American expansionist," he is so far 
from any ambition'of that sort that the 
suggestion seems like a joke. Nor is 
there the least intention of "subjugat- 
ing the Philippines." All his military 
efforts are directed solely to the pre- 
servation of the law and order there; 
and if the natives would co-operate in 
this respect he and the peace commis- 
sion which he sent to them would 'enter 
at once upon, the 'work of their politi- 
cal regeneration with a view to giving 
them all the privileges which the ter- 
ritories of the United States between 
the Pacific and the Atlantic now en- 
joy. 


Now if you had written this letter to 


the president, might he not at once say 
in. reply that you state a condition of 
public feeimg, but do not say, in case 
you do, what you desire or recommend? 
If you think the public feeling to which 
you refer is unjust to the administra- 
tion, ought you not at once to do all 
you can to meet and correct it? If you 
think the feeling against the adminis- 
tration is justified then you should sug- 
gest •nhait ought to be done, which, of 
course, you do not suggest. I wish that 
you, or some leader of public opinion, 
like yourself, could come to Washing- 
ton and gio over—as I should be glad to 
aid you in doing—all the' instructions 
to our people at Manila, •« Inch embody 
the action of the presided, and then, 
whether, it resulted in your approval 
or criticism, frankly, develop your views 
and communicate them to the public. 
I claim that you would find a record 
that for humane and helpful direction 
and dealing is unparalleled in pbliitical 
history 


I know you will admit that judgment 


should not be formed upon epithets. 
There are some of our leading papers 
and som'e of mir leading men, who, as 
you well know, started with an extreme 
bias against the republican party and 
the president. All the elements that 
wish to break him down seize at once 
upon the epithetic opportunities; they 
indulge in such words as "sujugation," 
"vassalage," etc.; they draw compari- 
sons with Weyler and thp Turks; they 
hunt up passages In the letters of some 
dissatisfied soldier, and print them in 
headlines, and carefully ignore tho hun- 
dreds of patriotic instances of the 
oonti-ary spirit. They jiick up some 
rumor that a prisoner had beon shot in- 
stead of being captured, and overlook 
the multitude "of1 prisoners that have 
been taken and treated with the utmost 
kindness, their wounds bound up, their 
sick ones taken to hospitals, anrl manj 
of them set,free as messengers to fheli 
own people to convey to them the tact 
of our humane treatment of them. Of 
course, these attacks are not without 
their effect, as, indeed, they are not in- 
tended to be. They arrest attention, 
and friends of the administration, like 
yourself, begin to doubt even its hon- 
esty of purpose. 


But I will not write more. Be assured 


in-what I have written you I do not fail 
to appreciate both your generous in- 
terest in us all in writing, and the very 
great importance of the conditon of 
pubiic feeling to which you. refer. 
Whatever the cause, justified or not, 
the feeling undoubtedly may exist,'as 
you say, and may be growing, as you } 
say. I cannot, however, help thinking 
that, with these natives now on our 
hands, -a great trust, and responsiWWty 
are. upon us for'their condition and 
future, I can hardly believe that you 
feet that we ought to abandon this trust 
at once. T can hardly doubt that you 
feel tha,t we should first of all things— ' 
and thnt is the president's policy, al- i 
though you sujffcat that h& ''as none— ( 


restore them to a condition of law and 
order. That 'is the nrst step—one evi- 
dently that needs all our energy and 
the help and influence of all true men. 
Aa I read the Tremont temple resolu- 
tions, I find tha^. it Is the first thing in- 
sisted on. there~-very wisely so. That is 
Itself a great labor, and I earnestly 
believe that if the whole country would 
unite in securing this first step, and if 
those •who are doing all they can to em- 
barrass the president In his efforts to 
take it would help him in that respect, 
it would be the best and most patriotic 
thing that can be done. 


After that the step to take should be 


considered in the same patriotic spirit, 
and taken with the same unanimity. 
I believe It would be a step toward the 
self-government of the islanders as soon 
as they can show themselves fitted for 
it, and as soon as peace and good order 
are guaranteed—probably under som-; 
protectorate of our government, as our 
own territories are under its protecto- 
rate. All this can be taken up as soon 
aa quiet is restored and f "ngress meets.

If the bees are fed too heavily, the combs 


will bo filled up.

YOUNGSTERS LASHED, 


Severe Punishment Dealt to Deserters 


• From a British WarShip, 


Biroh Applied So Severely 


Blood Was Drawn* 


They Had Intended to Slip Away and Join tho 


United States Navy. 


Halifax, May 13.—Within tho last few 


flays there have been numerous deser- 
tions from H. M. S. Comus and other war 
vessels in port. Among' thoae who have 
cJesvrtfci were two youths, aged IS and 
19 years, respectively. They were de- 
tected yesterday boarding an outward- 
bound steamer by two of the military 
police, who placed them under arrest. 
The deserters had divested themselves 
of their uniforms, and when appre- 
hended were attired in civilian clothes. 


The capture of the deserters by the 


military police has caused considerable 
ill-feeling between the soldiers and sail- 
ors. The boys were taken on board the 
Comus and handed over to the naval au- 
thorities. An inquiry was held and the 
prisoners were ordered to be stripped 
and beaten with the birch. One was 
sentenced to 24 lashes and the other to 
12 lashes. The 'birch used was steeped 
for two days, and it was in excellent or- 
der when; tlie xouths were lined up on 
deck to receive the flagging1, 


The punishment to the older boy was 


administered by the sergeant-at-arma 
anil the ship's corporal was obliged to 
perform the unpleasant task of beating 
the other. The youngest was beaten 
first. The second stroke of the birch cut 
into the skin and brought the blood, and 
notwithstanding the great pain, the ' 
young fellow ensured the full penalty 
of the court. The other lad also re- . 
ceived his full number of lashes. He, 
too, suffered intense pain, his skin being 
covered with blood before the lc(st stroke 
of the birch had cut into it. 
t 


This severe punishment was admin- 


istered to two boyg who had toeen^re- 
cently transferred from a training ship 
to the Comus. 


For the capture of the tioys the mili- 


tary police -received a reward of £3 each. 
The sailor boys shipped on the steamer 
as stokers and intended, to land at an 
American port and enlist in the United 
States navy. They had read advertise- 
ments in the Halifax papers soliciting 
applications for those desirous of join- i 
Ing the United States marine corps.

Charleston, May 13.—The reunion 9? 


Lie United Confederate Veterans closed 
yesterday. 
At the opening of the day's? 


proceedings, General Gordon introduce.! 
General Benham. of the South Carolina 
Pons of Veterans, who delivered an ad- 
dress. He v.-as followed by Commander 
Kirk of the trans-Mississippi depart- 
ment. 
His remarks were of the nature 


of an eulogy of the Confederate soldiers. 
General Gordon then presented General 
Robert E. Lee, Jr., who was cheered, 
to the echo. 


General S. D. Lee presented the report 


of the committee on history, which was 
unanimously adopted. This was one o£ 
the most important matters before the 
convention, and the reading of the re- 
port was listened to with close attention. 
The report alludes to the war with 
Spain as a factor in obliterating the 
shadows of the war between the states, 
and refers to the prompt response of the 
southeiu states to the call for troops as 
showing the whole country the depth and 
fervor of southern patriotism. Con- 
tinuing, the report says: 


"President McKirifey displayed the 


spirit of the American soldier when ha 
chose from his former foes the gallant 
Wheeler, the steadfast Fitzhugh Lee, 
the chlvalous Butler, and many others 
of our own brave comrades, to marshal 
the hosts of the Union. We are glad 
that General Wheeler had another op- 
portunity to exhibit the fighting quali- 
ties of the Confederate soldier, and that 
Lieutenants Hobson, Victor Blue and 
Worth Bagley in the navy showed the 
country of what stuff our young men are 
made. Once more the blood of north and 
south has been poured out together—no 
longer foeneath contending standards, in 
the bitterness of war between states, but 
now beneath one flag, to the glory of one 
country. These dead, at least, belong 
to us all. The last hateful memory that 
could divide our country is burled with 
them. About their graves kneels anew 
nation, loving all her children every- 
where the same." 


Alluding to the question of Confederate 


graves, the report says: 


•"The .recent generous words of Presi- 


dent McKinley, commending the Confed- 
erate dead to the nation's! care, are the 
expression of a sentiment growing every- 
where, that the deeds of the Confederate 
soldier are the slory of the whole coun- 
try, and that his memory is worthy to 
be cherished wherever self-sacrifice 
commands sympathy or brave actions 
strike a responsive chord in nobla 
hearts." 


Com!t!g down to the question for which 


it was appc4#teti, the committee says 
that its duty is now little more than to 
keep watch upon the histories of the day, 
and to stimulate historical research and 
publication and regard the prospect for 
fairness and candor in history as much 
improved by the Spanish war. 


The committee also alludes to the race 


'question, expresses"the opinion that the 
"race problem is riot apt in the future to 
be so blinding to a true appreciation of 
southern history," and says: "The re- 
cent movement to put the supremacy of 
the more educated and capable race 
upon a constitutional and legal basis, 
thus .banishing the *spectre~ of misrule 
from our boiderS,'-,is.'steadily gaining 
progress."' r^yfi&s?', 


Continuing, iherljsqrt says: "The re- 


ception given our benevolent intentions 
in the Philippines is certanly of a charac- 
ter likely to inspire a wholesome respect 
for the matter of governing people of 
another blood which have started late in 
the race of civilization. We are not 
likely in the future to hear so much about 
_the rights of men "who have not yet 
'learned to govern themselves to govern 
others by their votes. The doctrine of 
the Declaration of Independence that 
governments derive their just powers 
from the consent o'f the governed had 
something of a shock in the war between 
the states, and the island subjects of the 
United States will find little comfort in 
reading that celebrated Instrument by 
the light of subsequent history. The 
difficulties of the race problem abroad 
ought to bring a charitable judgment of 
the same thing here at home, and we 
may certainly expect our northern 
brethren to meet us hereafter rattier in 
a spirit of inquiry than of rebuke." 


The committee recommended that an 


effort be made to banish from th'e schools 
any "books which teach false lessons, 
either of fact or sentiment, and to this 
end suggests the appointment of a com- 
mittee whot,e duty it shall be to examine 
school histories in use. 


A reception v/as heid last evening, the 


feature of which was an addtless by Col- 
onel H. L. Turner of Chicago. Colonel 
Turner has been a guest of the city 
during the reunion, and his address was 
an eloquent allusion 
to the reunited 


country. He was frequently applauded, 
and the sentiments he uttered evoked 
much enthusiasm. 


Captain Coghlan of the Raleigh was 


among the distinguished guests who oc- 
cupied seats on,the stage, and on being 
introduced made a graceful address. He 
pkeltched the battle of Manila bay, artc? 
paid a glowing tribute to Dewey, say- 
ing that where he led men must follow.

Hartranft monument. 


Many of the Harrisburg passengers at 


Reading went aboard the Philadelphia 
express, but it being found that all could 
not be accommodate, it was decided to 
send an extra train to Philadelphia to 
run as the second section of the express. 
The extra train left 20 minutes later than 
the express. 


At Exeter the express stopped for or- 


ders, and while standing still the extra 
tram crashed into it while moving at 
great speed. Three of the rear cars of 
the express were telescoped and the first 
car of the extra train was also wrecked. 


The passengers in these cars were ter- 


ribly mangled, many being killed out- 
right, while others had'limbs and bodies 
maimed. 


Word was at once sent to Reading ana 


a special train, with physicians and 
nurses was sent to the scene as quickly 
as it could possibly be put in readiness. 


The second relief train left Exeter at 


2:50 a- m. Tt 'broug-ht to Reading 20 ad- 
ditional l>odies. Most of the seriously 
injured were brought here on the first 
relief train. The rest of the injured were 
taken to Pottstown and Morristown. 


The northbound train has been cleared 


and the first train through to this city 
from Philadelphia was the Buffalo ex- 
press, which left Philadelphia at 11:36

A bill was reported extending the time 


for the construction of the Millbury, 
Button anrf Douglass railroad to Oct. 1, 
1900. 


Senator Parsons introduced a resolva 


to ameijd the* resolve already passed for 
a practice school at the Westfleld nor- 
mal school. 


Senator Whittleaey moved to recon- 


sider the engrossment of the bill to ex- 
empt trade unions from the fraternal 
beneficiary law, and- had the motion, 
tabled to await action on the bill to 
amend that law, now in the bouse. 


Bills to incorporate the Berkshire and 


Canaan Street Railway company, and, 
in favor of the Widow of House Mes- 
senger Joseph Cameron, were engrossed. 


Harvard Beats Yale In Debate. 


Cambridge, Mass., May 13.—After a 


series of tl-ree defeats, Harvard re- 
trieved her position in debate by a vic- 
tory over Tale in the contest held in 
Sanders' theater last evening.

EOSWK1L P. FLOWER. 


Roswell Pettibone Flower was born in 


Theresa, N. T., Aug. 7, 1835. 
His fa- 


ther was born in Greene county, N. Y., 
and his ancestors came from Ccwmg|Cti- 
cut. 
Roswell was the sixth of nine 


children, and when his father died he 
was 8 years old. 
He worked with his 


brothers on two farms his mother owned, 
and spent his time between school ses- 
sions in the hardest kind of labor. 
He 


became deputy postmaster of Water- 
town, N. Y., in 1853, and kept his place 
six years at a salary of $30 a mo-nth. 
He then became a partner in the jewelry 
firm of Hitchcock & Flower, bought out 
his partner at the end of two years, and 
continued in the business until 1869. 


Mr. Flower came to New York in that 


year to take charge of the estate of 
Henry Keep, whose widow was Mrs. 
Flower's sister. 
Mr. Keep owned a 


great many railroad and other stocks, 
and during the months before his death 
he. spent much time instructing Mr. 
Flower about them, he thus gaining an 
insight into Wall street and its methods. 


•Mr. Flower always was a Deanqcnat. 


In 1881 he defeated William W. Aetor 
for congress, after a hot campaign in the 
Eleventh d!~trict. 
His majority was 


2100, while 3vi P. Morton had earned 
the district at the last previous election 
by more than 7000 votes. 
Mr. Flower 


refused a renomination. He was elected 
governor of the state jn 1891. 


Good authorities estimate that Mr. 


Flower's profits in the last IS months 
in Wall street have exceewtd $10,000,000. 
He had become in that time the acknowl- 
edged speculative leader in the financial 
markets of the United States. 


Mr. Flower married Sarah M. Wood- 


ruff, a daughter of Morris M. Woodruff 
of Watertown, on Dec. 26, 1859. Three 
children were born, of whom only one 
survives, Emma Gertrude, the wife of 
John B. Taylor. 
Mr. Flower had been 


for years one of the wardens 
of St. 


Thomas' Episcopal church, on Fifth ave- 
nue. 


No Trusts In Texas.

Texas legislature, by a vote of 101 to 3, 
finally passed the' anti-trust bill as it

Plans for the paving of Stit<* an<i 


Union stretts, to be done this year, are 
occupying a good deal of the attention 
of the public works department and the 
street railway officials. 
Most of the 


paving that has been done in the city 
PO far has been along the line of the 
street railway, ami tlu result has been 
a great deal of inconvenience for the 
public and a big luas for the street rail- 
\\ay. 


The intention is to delay traffic on the 


railway as little as possible this sum- 
mer, both for the sake of those who- use 
the cars and the company. On Union 
street this will be a comparatively easy 
matter, it is believed, as much of thf- 
way the tracks are now on the side ot 
the street while the- now tracks will be 
in the renter of the street. The cars 
\\ill therefore run on the present tran:s 
until the neu- tracks are all laid and the 
paving done around them, so that about 
the only delay that is expected will be 
thai caused by the changing- of the 
tracks just •uhere the paving begins. 


On State street this will be more diffi- 


cult, but it is hoped that some plan may 
allow the cars to run while the paving 
is in progress without having1 a long 
transfer for the passengers. 
It is be- 


lieved that with flat rails a tempoiary 
track can be laid on one side of the 
street on top of the paving after it is 
completed ou that side, on which the 
cars can run without much delay. 


When this season's work is done most 


of the paving that is necessary along 
the lines of the track will be completed, 
and future paving will not causa so 
great an inconvenience as has that of 
the first few years of this permanent 
improvement. 
It is hoped to do the State street pav- 


ing first, but as there is considerable 
work to be clone in the laying of pipes 
on that street before the work is begun, 
it may be necessary to pave Union 
street first. 


YOUNG VETERAN'S PREFERENCE 


Anniversary of Departure of Second 


Regiment Observed by Legislaime- 


Yesterday, just a year from the time 


the Massachusetts outfit twourRKU 
the Second regiment, the first Massa- 
chusetts outfit to leave the state for 
the front, left the state camp at South 
Framingham armed and equipped for 
active seivice in the Spanish war, the 
legislature observed the anniversary by 
passing- to a third reading- by an over- 
whelming vote the bill to extend the 
vetpians' preference act to the soldiers 
of that war. The bill has already been 
engrossed in the senate, where it was 
first reported, but was amended in the 
house so as to give the first preference 
to the veterans of the civil war. 


This was unanimously agreed to by 


the mem'bers interested in the passage 
of the bill, and it was made evident 
that these older veterans yet hold the 
warmest place in the hearts of the peo- 
ple of the state. Under the bill the 
second preference is given the younger 
soldiers and to this the Grand Army 
men make no objection. 


The bill was passed to a third reading 


by the handsome vote on a rollcall of 
12T yeas to 24 nays. There were seven 
pairs, making the total vote 134 to 31.
